Hostile Indian Tribesmen Spared 

_  Uife Of Calgary Aviator 

One of Calgary’s sons so impressed 
hostile Indian tribesmen with his 
fortitude while suffering from in- 
juries received in an aeroplane crash 
they returned stolen jewelry and 
named him Trahire, which méans 
“Brave as a Lion.” 

Letters to relatives relate the 
miraculous escape from death of 
Flight-Lieut. F. Willard Sinclair, 
D.F.C., Royal Air Force, who lost a 
leg and broke his arm in a crash 
near Peshawar, in far-off India, while 
directing a flight of air bombers from 
Ambala into Indian tribal territory. 

Regaining consciousness after the 
crash, Lieut. Sinclair found his aero- 
plane hanging upside down on the 
edge of a precipice. His right arm 
was broken and his face badly cut. 
After an hour’s painful effort with 
his free arm he fell 60 feet down the 
rocks into a crevice, sustaining a 
compound fracture of the right leg. 

Hostile tribesmen found him and 
debated most of the day whether 
they would kill him and take the 
loot or return him to the British 
authorities at Peshawar and collect 
a reward. An _ English-speaking 
Afridi chief heard of Sinclair's 
plight, and trekked 30 miles to his 
rescue. 

At the young chief’s persuasion, 
the tribesmen carried the injured 
officer to Peshawar, a distance of 100 
miles, where he recovered. The 
tribesmen were so impressed with 
the flier’s bravery they returned his 
watch and ring, which they had 
stolen. They then demanded and 
were given a picture of the soldier 
whom they had named Trahire. 


Canada’s Natural Air Route 


Traced By Ace Flyer From Mac- 
. kenzie River To Russian Coast 

Aklavik, high up on Canada’s Arc- 
tic coast-line, would be an important 
terminus in any air mail and pas- 
senger service linking Canada and 
Asia in the opinion of C. H. “Punch” 
Dickens, O.B.E., ace flyer of north- 
ern air lines. 

There is a natural route, he said, 
down the Mackenzie river, west from 
Aklavik, through a wide, low pass in 
the Rockies to Fort Yukon, thence to 
Nome and across the Behring Straits 
to the coast-line of Russia. 

The keen-eyed “Hawk of the 
North,’ honored by King George for 
the most outstanding contribution to 
aviation in Canada, believed the 


roses, strawberry 
patches, fall wheat and other plants 
occurs during March or April. It is 
not the extreme cold of January and 
February that causes the trouble, 
but the alternate freezing and thaw- 
ing and the drying winds of early 
spring.

Protection in the form 
of snow, straw, leaves, or old vege- 
table refuse, is advisable at this time 
and is especially necessary in South- 
ern exposures where the difference 
between midnight and noon tempera- 
tures is much more extreme than 
elsewhere. This -protection must 
stay on until the dangerous period is 
passed and then removed gradually. 


‘If left on too long, however, growth 


is spindly and backward. 
A Short Cut 
Good sized potatoes by early July 
can be produced in most parts of 
Canada, and this is the time the crop 
is really appreciated and worth some 
money. As soon as the ground works 
up nicely, a small planting may be 
risked. To further hurry things 
along, for two or three weeks before 
planting, it is advisable to spread 
the seed potatoes out in some frost 
proof place where they will get as 
much sun as possible through the 
window. Soon, healthy, stout sprouts 
will appear and if planted carefully, 
so as to avoid breaking off, the crop 
ie through the ground in a day 
or two.

And now to the sportsmen and 
bird lovers of the continent, let me 
hand this  boiled-down sentence: 
Don’t expect our desirable birds of 
Canada to increase until the crows 
are decreased. Saying nothing about 
the game birds destroyed by eating 
their eggs. I honestly believe, especi- 
ally in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta, that by eating the duck 
eggs, the crows are the cause of de- 
crease of ducks more than the hun- 
ter and his gun. In Manitoba crows 
are so thick that I saw them nesting 
on the telephone wires. This stark, 
naked fact is what caused me to 
study crows so much doing the -last 
five years. To reduce them by shoot- 
ing campaigns has proven a failure. 
Thousands of men are trying that 
and, in spite of their many varieties 
of decoys, the crows are inc R 
Here is where my life's study of 
them helped. me out, for I know how 
shy and cute a little shooting will 
make them. At last the idea of 
catching them presented itself to me 
and immediately I could see results. 
More study increased my faith until 
I simply had to try it out. 

Since I knew I would have to bait, 
I at’ once called up Mr. Art Brown, 
one of our Kingsville fisherman, and 
he agreed to let me have a truck 
load or so of fish heads, scales and 
entrails,. providing I got them off the 
ock before the health officers put 
him off. Next, I secured a dead 
horse or so and was about all set for 
crow bait. Then I built the net on 
the same principle as I had built my 
net to catch and tag geese, but much 
smaller, the exact dimensions being 

six feet high, 12 feet wide and 70 
‘| feet long. I started building the net 
on a Thursday and finished it Satur- 
day, doing practicaly all the work 
myself. And on the following Tues- 
day I caught 510 crows at one 
catch. While there may be dozens 
of other ways to control crows, yet 
I do know this method, if put into 
practice, would soon reduce their 
numbers to the same proportion as 
they were 50 years ago. 

About the only fault I have heard 
about my crow net is that it is al- 
together too expensive. This surely 
must be a Scotch complaint, for I 
know two young men that built a 
crow net last winter and caught as 
high as 237 at one catch and the net 
cost them seven dollars. Of course, 
this one was built of junk material, 
such as poles from the woods and 
old -fish netting, but it caught the 
crows just the same. To build a 


new one-inch gas pipe as.frame, and 
new two-inch mesh netting, would 
cost from 75 to 100 dollars. But 
it is not necessary to build the net 
as long as mine.

HYDROCARBONS

‘(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 


Scientists have found that the ele- 
ment carbon forms a larger number 
of chemical compounds than does any 
other element. At the present time 
over 300,000 compounds containing 
carbon have been discovered and 
every year néw ones are being made 
in research laboratories. This vast 
number is due to the fact that carbon 
possesses the property of combining 
with certain elements in a number 
of different proportions, thus form- 
ing many different compounds with 
the same element. For example, 
carbon combines with the element 
hydrogen to produce nearly three 
hundred different compounds. These 
compounds containing only carbon 
and hydrogen are known as hydro- 
carbons. ‘ 

‘Some hydrocarbons are gases, 
others are liquids, and still others are 
solids. Many of them are of great 
commercial importance... Certain 
hydrocarbons mixed in varying pro- 
portions make up such valuable ma- 
terials as natural gas, gasoline, coal 
oil, lubricating oils, vaseline, and 
paraffin. Others serve as the - raw 
material from which are made many 
of our most valuable dyes, drugs, 
and explosives. 

Since there are so many hydro- 
carbons they are classified into 
groups or series. One of the most 
important of these series is the 
methane series. The members of this 
series are often known as the paraf- 
fin hydrocarbons, because ordinary 
paraffin is a mixture of the solid mem- 
bers of the series. 

Methane or marsh gas is the first 
member of the methane series of 
hydrocarbons. It is the chief consti- 
tuent of natural gas and is also 
often, formed in marshes by the de- 
cay of vegetable matter under water. 
Methane sometimes Collects in mines, 
and when mixed with air is called 
“fire damp” by the miners because of 
its great inflammability. “Damp” is 
an old name for gas. If such a mix- 
ture is ignited a very disastrous ex- 
plosion. occurs.

ing the winter, when the snow was 
on the ground, and all the odd ears 
of corn in the open fields were cover- 
!ed with snow, and thus the crows 
| went any place for food, During the 
| last three winters we have caught 
| thousands of them in this one net 
and have made as high as two 
catches in one day. But this happens | 
| very seldom because after they get a 
| fright it takes the ones that are not 
| caught two or three days to get over 
\it. So, usually, after we make a} 
| catch, we bait well outside the net 
| for two or three days.

Indians Have New Sport 


Old Contest Has Been Revived By 
Ontario Tribe 

A javelin throwing contest in 
which the javelin doesn’t leave the 
ground but skiis along a smooth 
surface of snow, may become a re- 
vived international sport. The sport, 
known to the Indians of the Six Na- 
tions reserve at Caledonia, Ontario, 
as “the snow snake,” has been en- 
gaged in by North American Indians 
for more than 200 years, according 
to the copper-skinned sports com- 
mentators of the tribe. And at pres- 
ent the Six Nations admit no peers. 
In 1931 the Six Nations Braves test- 
ed their prowess with the snow snake 
against a group of Senecas from 
upper New York State. The Cana- 
dian Indians won. Since then there 
has not been sufficient snow to revive 
the contest until this year, and ar- 
rangements have gone ahead for 
another meet. 

The snow snake is like a javelin, 
highly polished, covered with grease 
and six feet in length. The snow 
snake contestants pair off in teams, 
with a bat boy who looks after the 
spare Spears and applies extra coat- 
ings of grease if his team is losing. 
The spear is hurled along a trench 
made along the surface of the snow. | 
The player who can _ propel his | 
“snake” the greatest distance along 
the groove scored a point.

Scots Guards’ Exhibition 


Many Interesting Things Were On 


View In London 

One of the most remarkable 
Christmas trees in history was on 
view in London—at the Scots Guards’ 
exhibition, at 39 Grovenor Square. It 
was made by a German soldier and 
presented by him to a Scots Guard 
with whom he exchanged greetings 
in the No Man's Land between the 
trenches on Christmas Day, 1915. 
There were over 1,000 exhibits, cov- 
ering the three centuries during 
which the regiment has been in exist- 
ence. Among them are the first four 
Victoria ‘Crosses ever awarded. They 
were won by Scots Guards in the 
Crimean War. Another Crimean relic 
is the stuffed figure of Bob, the regi- 
mental dog, who won a medal, still 
hung round his neck, for chasing 
cannon-balls at the Battle of Inker- 
man. After surviving this engage- 
ment, and the fighting at Balaclava 
and Sebastopol, Bob was killed by a 
butcher’s cart in London. The Scots 
Guards seem to have been fond of 
animal mascots. Among the other 
exhibits are two small silver models 
of Bella and Bertha, two cows which 
the regiment found on an abandoned 
farm in November, 1914, and took 
“on the strength.” They accompanied 
the Scots Guards wherever they went 
throughout the war years, and 
marched past the King with the regi- 
ment at Buckingham Palace when at 
last it was all over.

Significant Trends 

Whether they believe in them or not, and irrespective of the fact 
whether they are ardent supporters or skeptical critics, people are deeply 
interested in the outcome of the various experiments now being tried 
throughout the world in matters of government, economics and _ finance. 
Quite apart from the fact whether or not they are convinced that the old 
order has, as some contend, broken down beyond all hope of repair and is 
now definitely and forever passing away, or, on the contrary, still adhere 
to the view that while changes are taking place, mistakes corrected, abuses 
eliminated, and improvements made, the old order is essentially sound and 
will prevail and achieve greater triumphs than ever before, people cannot 


be indifferent to present day events and the influence which such events 
are bound to have upon their lives and the times in which they live. 


But, as has been noted and commented on many times, we are a credu- 
lous people. Of the American people it was said that they thought prohibi- 
tion, termed a noble experiment, would end liquor and. the saloon, and later 
that they thought the repeal of prohibition would end the bootlegger. Now, 

‘under the N.R.A., the United States has embarked upon another experiment, 
~the business of making rules for business. Rules have been laid down in 
nearly 500 codes governing 500 industries; and the preblem now is how these 
rules are to be forced. For it has to be recognized that there are many 
men in every trade who can be counted on to invent.devices, as the boot- 
legger did, for chronic evasion. 


As a matter of fact, a,small army is now employed across the line in 
the task of ferreting out evasions and seeking to convict violaters of the 
various N.R.A. codes and thus protect those who are honestly endeavoring 
to carry out the obligations imposed upon them and their businesses under 
the New Deal. But notwitstanding all these efforts, a well known author- 
ity makes the statement that it is quite safe to say that in the great ma- 
jority of codes there is no enforcement because any attempt to enforce the 
rules would lead to abandonment ofthe code. For this reason there is a 
strong group in Washington which demands that an immense section of the 
rules be abandoned. In fact, the proposal is now seriously advanced that 
codes be applied only to those businesses which do an inter-State business 


and that they no longer be applied to the smaller concerns whose operations | 


are more local and restricted to the State within which the business is located. 
This is a most significant development. It indicates that practical regi- 
mentation of business has it limitations. 

‘Turning to the Canadian picture, it would appear that much the same 
thought is entertained by people on this side of the line. The recent voting 
throughout the three prairie provinces on the proposal to establish a com- 
pulsory egg and poultry pool is one indication, The scheme was defeated 
in Manitoba by a three to one vote, and in neither Saskatchewan nor Al- 


berta was the required two-thirds majority obtained, and in Saskatchewan | 


less than one-half of those entitled to vote even took the trouble to return 
their ballots, thus indicating either opposition or indifference which amount- 
ed to opposition in view of the two-thirds vote requirement to carry. 

As a result of this voting, it is announced from Ottawa that the com- 
pulsory feature will be dropped from all other proposals for the inauagura- 
tion of schemes under the National Products Marketing Act, and that while 
efforts will be continued to further develop the idea of co-operation in sup- 
port of prices and marketing methods, the plan of making any of these 
schemes compulsory upon an opposing minority has been definitely aban- 


doned. This, too, is significant as indicating that the Canadian people are | 


not ready to accept either the theories or plans of Communism on the one 
hand or Facsism on the other hand but that they are still firm believers 
in the ideals and methods of a free democracy. 4 

But, while thus revealing a degree of confidence in the existing order, 


and a belief that necessary reforms can be brought about to correct the | 


evils and remove the abuses which have developed lile barnacles upon it, 
there can be little doubt but that the minds of the Canadian people are 
firmly fixed upon achieving those very necessary reforms and to do so with- 
out loss of time. That is to say, the violators of proper, honest busi- 
ness ethics and methods will be brought to book, made to observe and live 
up to honest and fair-dealing methods, or forced out of business altogether. 
There is going to be a New Deal, but it will be invoked and enforced by a 
free democracy.

Model Of Buffalo Is Gift Of Winnipeg 
To Prof. Huxley 


A -miniature bronze © buffalo, 
modelled after the pair inside the 
parliament buildings in Winnipeg, 
was presented to Julian Huxley, dis- 
tinguished British’ scientist, at Tor- 
onto, as a gift from the people of 
Winnipeg in appreciation of his lec- 
ture tour through the Canadian west. 

The presentation was made at the 
conclusion of Professor Huxley’s ad- 
dress. Dr. H. J. Cody, president of 
the University of Toronto, in a brief 
complimentary speech, recalled that 
in 1853, when a department of nat- 
ural sciences was being formed at 
the Toronto University, an applica- 
tion for a professorship was received 
from Thomas Huxley, grandfather of 
the lecturer, and one of the greatest 
scientists of the 19th century. 

The application was not accepted. 
But the reason for the rejection was 
not clear.

Little Arable Land Not Now Being 


Cultivated : “| 


Although China's population has 
increased by 31 per cent. during the 
last 60 years, despite famines, floods 
and civil wars, the area of land actu- 
ally being farmed neither increased 
nor decreased during those six de- 
cades, according to findings given 
out by the national agriculture re- 
search bureau at Nanking. 

The official report declares “too 
optimistic” the belief China's food 
shortage and over-population prob- 
lems can be even partially solved by 
reclaiming land now not used, or by 
directing settlement to the open 
spaces of the great northwest. The 
survey confirms there is little arable 
land in China not now being culti- 
vated, and classes the waste places 
of the northwest as largely unfit for 
farming.

A Tailless Aeroplane 


Maphine Has Been Designed Especi- 
ally For Private Fliers 
Tailless aeroplanes soon may make 
their bow. te 
Eugene L. Vidal, director of air 
commerce, has announced plans for 
purchasing and testing a_ tailless 
machine designed especially for pri- 
vate fliers. 
The aeroplane is said to have re- 
ceived considerable attention in Eng- 
land, France and Germany. The 


~ United States, however, thus far has 


accomplished little with the unique 
craft. 

John H. Geisse, -chief of the 
bureau’s development section, Wash- 
ington, said the tailless craft ‘may 
or may not represent the general 
outline of the aeroflane which will 
be in widespread use a few years 
hence, but it does show sufficient 
promise. to merit a fair trial.” 

Geisse said its simple construction 
would make it more readily adapt- 
able to quantity production than 
other types. If it proves equally 
efficient, he added, “this adaptability 
to volume production methods will 
be an important factor in its favor.”

Rust-Resistant Wheats 


One Of The Greatest Triumphs Of 
Canadian Agriculture 

In two or three years’ time the Do- 
minion Department of Agriculture 
expects to release one or more 
Strains of rust-resistant wheat in 
substantial quantities. This most 
important statement cloaks one of 
the greatest triumphs of Canadian 
agriculture in overcoming a very 
destructive disease that attacks 
cereal crops. y 

As a result of years of unrelenting 
effort, co-ordinated by a--committee 
known as the Associate Committee on 
Field Crop Diseases, strains of rust- 


resistant wheat, with what is believ- 


ed will have the yielding ability, bak- 
ing, milling, and early ripening quali- 
ties of such varieties as Marquis, 
have been developed. The members 
of this committee are representatives 
of the Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture, the National Research Coun- 
cil, and the Western Universities and 
Colleges, and their work, which cov- 
ers every phase of cereal breeding 
and pathological researches on rust, 
smuts, foot-rots and other cereal dis- 
eases, has progressed with certainty 
in the face of what seemed to be in- 
superable difficulties. So that these 
strains of the new rust-resistant 
wheat may not be exploited by any- 
one to his own financial advantage, 
the distribution of the seeds will be 
controlled by the Cereal Division of 
the Dominion Experimental Farms, 
until a sufficient quantity has been 
developed to enable small lots to be 
distributed to a- large number of 
farmers.

Milk Better Than Meat 


Is More Nutritious According To 
Findings Of English Doctor 


That the protein of milk is of more 
value for purposes of nutrition than 
the protein of meat has been proved 
by a series of experiments conduct- 
ed in England by Dr. Corry Mann, 
who reports his findings in an issue 
of ‘the “Lancet.” 

Dr. Mann found that where the 
total milk intake of the day was re- 
duced from a pint to a half pint 
there was progressive deteoriation 
in the physical condition, but when 
a similar reduction in protein effect- 
ed by omitting some of the meat out 
of the diet, while maintaining the 
daily pint of milk, was made, there 
was no such physical deterioration. 

The protein content of milk is not 
damaged by pasteurization, he de- 
clares.

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Vote Lacking Necessary Weight 


Faulty Telephone Speakers 


Experts At London Post Office Give 
Free Advice 

“Dont’s for the telephone talks” is 
the way a London newspaper re- 
porter characterizes an examination 
by acoustics experts at the post-office 
testing station at Dollis Hill, N.W. 
He underwent tests to find out what 
was wrong with his voice over the 
telephone—this being a part of the 
London telephone service, free ad- 
vice for faulty telephone speakers. 

Sitting nervously with a telephone 
receiver in one hand and a pencil in 
the other, he made notes of his faults 
as they were pointed out to him by 
the deputy controller. He thus de- 
scribed the examination: 

“‘Speak right into the mouth- 
piece, please,’ the deputy controller 
said. I did. ‘Your lips are still too 
far away,’ he declared, I moved 
them closer to the apparatus. 

“Not: too loud, please—it harms 
the instrument and is unpleasant for 
the listener . . . That’s better.’ The 
test amounted simply to a one-sided 
conversation. ‘Your main trouble is 
that you don’t give the full weight 
to your vowels,’ my critic added. 
‘Pause between them and you will 
give greater emphasis to the conson- 
ants.’ . . . And so on, 

“After a few minutes my tele- 
phone voice was pronounced 85 per 
cent. efficient. I learned with relief 
that very few people are 100 per 
cent. ‘If you remember all the points 
I have told you and read all the in- 
formation in the pamphlets we pro- 
vide, you will never have any more 
difficulty. But if you do, let us know, 
and we will send round to your own 
home. ‘ 

“Finally, never keep a cigarette 
or a pipe in your mouth while talk- 
ing, it’s unfair to the listener.’ With 
few exceptions, I was told, most peo- 
ple can hear better with the left 
ear.”

Poultry producers of Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta voted in favor of a 
scheme to regulate marketing of 
poultry and eggs under the Market- 
ing Act, Hon. Robert Weir announc- 
ed, but the majority was not suffici- 
ent to bfing the scheme into effect. 
In Manitoba the scheme was buried 
under an adverse vote of three to 
one, * 

Several schemes under the act 
have been passed without a_ poll 
being taken, In these instances tho 
minister has been convinced there 
was such unanimity of opinion no 
vote was necessary. When prairic 
poultry producers, however, brought 
forward a scheme, it was recognizeil 
there was a wide difference of opin- 
ion concerning it. The scheme was 
altered to meet requirements of the 
Marketing “Act by “the Dominion 
marketing board and preparations 
made to appeal to producers. 

The Dominion government granted 
$50,000 to conduct the poll, to he 
divided $20,000 for Alberta, $20,000 
for Saskatchewan and $10,000 for 
Manitoba. The conduct of the cam- 
paign was left with promoters of the 
scheme in the prairie provinces with 
the provision whenever halls were 
hired speakers opposed to the scheme 
should be given an opportunity to 
speak as well as those favoring it. 

Every poultry grower with 25 
poultry was allowed to register and 
vote in his or her post office The 
poll was held from Feb. 16 to Feb. 
23. 

The result of the vote was 62.5 
per cent. for the scheme in Alberta, 
63.4 per cent. in Saskatchewan and 
24.3 per cent. in Manitoba. 

“That 94,237 farmers were intcr- 
ested enough in the marketing of 
their product to vote was in itself 
very satisfactory,” said Mr. Weir. 

“Some may protest that the ma- 
jority in Saskatchewan and Alberta 
was sufficient to bring in the scheme 
but I think that would be breaking 
faith. The literature sent out by 
supporters of the scheme specified it 
would not come into effect unless 
66%; of the vote was favorable. 

“The vote was not on the Market- 

ing Act, it was for and against the 
particular scheme submitted by the 
producers themselves,” the minister 
explained. 
' “Tf understand those opposing the 
scheme are preparing to submit an- 
other scheme which indicates it was 
not the principle of regulated mavr- 
keting they objected to.” 

One of the chief complaints was 
said to have been the central selling 
agency. Many took the view there 
should be agencies in different parts 
of the country free to sell to any of 
the packers or other buyers of eggs 
and poultry.

More than 5,000 birds annually are 
attracted to the mile-long stretch 
of the Bow River which is kept free 
by the springs rising in the sanctu- 
ary. Many years ago ducks chose 
this spot for resting on their migra- 
tions north and south. 

Since 1929, when a federal sanc- 
tuary was established, food and pro- 
tection have been provided and the 
birds migrate to Canadian feeding 
grounds in the spring, stronger than 
| their fellows which return -from the 
United States. Young ducks bred at 
Inglewood are larger and sturdier 
than their parents. 

Great success has also been ex- 
perienced in breeding and introduc- 
ing varieties like Canada geese and 
widgeon and pintail ducks not native 
to this part of the country.
